THE SUBMARINE MENACE. 

Mr. Archibald Hurd, the Naval expert of the 
Daily Telegraph, writes:—In the Reichstag on 
elfferich, Minister of the Interior, 
stated that in February and March we lost a 
million tons of shipping. That statement shows 
how little the Germans kriow of the work of 
their submarines, many of which never return, 
and of their mines. Their rule is to exaggerate 
the figures round about a steady average of 
40 per cent., and sometimes even by per 
cent. The tendency is for the exaggeration to 
increase. We must be on our guard against 
accepting German assertions at their face value. 
Let it remembered that these claims are 
put forward, not bechuse they are distantly 
related to the truth, but because it is necessary 
to maintain confidence ín” Germany, confronted 
with a situation—naval, ‘military, diplomatic, 
fmancial, and commercial—which spells eventual 
ruin. For months past departments of the 
British Admiralty have been working first on 
this task and then on that. Many disappoint- 
ments have been met with, but, on the other 
hend, they have. reached developments» which 
are full of promise. The work which has beefi 
done during the past few months has not yet 
borne fruit. It would be an errér to suppose 
that even now the enemy is not being made to 
pay a heavy price for his piracy, On the con- 
trary, during the past few days the results 
have beet encouraging. But the price exacted 
of them will rise when the schemes now going 
forward reach’ fruition. 


GERMANY AND HOSPITAL SHIPS.

THE POET’S KNOWLEDGE OF 
IRELAND. 

The members of the Dublin Branch of the 
British Empire’ Shakespeare Society and some 
of their friends met yesterday afternoon in the 
Antiquaries’ Hall, 6 St. Stephen’s Green, Dab- 
lin, to mark the close of the tercentenary year 
of the poet’s death. ‘They were honoured with 
the company of the Lord Lieutenant and Lady 
Wimborne. The President, | Mr. Justice 
Madden, read a paper on “ Stanihursts 
‘ Description of Ireland,’ and what Shakespeare 
learned from it.” | 

i MR. JUSTICE MADDEN. : 

Mr. Justice Madden, in the course of, his 
lecture, said—One of the few books that he 
placed with certainty in the “study of bo 
possessed by Shakespeare in New Place is the 
edition of Holinshe & “ Chronicles,” published 
in the year 1588: To Richard Stanihurst was 
assigned the task of continuing the history of 
Ireland which had been compiled by Holinshed, 
and. writing: ' A “Preatise contayning a layne 
and perfect description of lrelande,”. ad ressed 
to Sir Henry Sidney, Lord Deputy of Ireland. 
The “ Chronicles,” whith were published in two 
folio volumes in 1577, were profusely Mus- 
trated. The value of the, illustrations in the 
Irish portion, as descriptive of life’ in Ireland, 
is diministied, if not altogether destroyed, by 
the fact that they were produced in London. 
For example, a lively ‘picture of a foray, m 
which a great number of live stock are being 
carried’ off by invaders—a kind of Elizabethan 
cattle-drive—loses. much of its significance when 
we find a prominent position oceupied by an ass, 
an aúimal which my, friend, the Provost of 
Trinity College, has shown not to have been in 
use in Ireland at that, date. cthanghlar and 
applause.) The text, written by an. Irishman, 
is trustworthy. Staniburst mentions three 
breeds of horses, but does not mention the ass. 
He speaks of the Irish .wolfhound as “ bigger 
of bone and limme than a colt;” while in the 
illustration a chieftain going out hunting is 
accompanied by an ordinary English greyhound, 
“ofa rather slender type. But, we are not con- 
cerned with the illustrations. in the “ Descrip- 
tion.” Shakespeare was not misled by them, 
for they- were omittéd frome the edition which 
can be traced to his hands. 

STANIHURST’S “ DESCRIPTION.” 

We may well believe that Shakespeare ran- 
sacked the «Irish part of the great store- 
house of plots which he -found in the 
““Chronicles ” in search of the founda- 
tion of a history or tragedy. . This he failed 
to find. The historical portion of “tlie Irish 
‘“* Chronicles ” proved a blank. But in Stani- 
hurst’s “ Description of Ireland” he found 
many things that arrested his attention and ex- 
cited an interest in his mind, of which traces 
may be found throughout his writings. It is of 
thia “‘ Deseription ” that I now speak, as being 
the source of Shakespeare’s information. There 
is scarcely one of Shakespeare's references to 
lreland the original of which cannot be found 
there. Apart from its association with Shake- 
speare, the “ Description ” and its author are 
full of interest. Richard Stanihurst was son of 
James Stanihurst, a member of a family long 
settled in Ireland, who was Recorder of Dublin 
and Speaker of the Irish House of Commons in 
1560.

MEN REJECT MASTERS’ PROPOSALS. 

A full meeting of mem of the Dublin 
branches of the Amalgama iety of Tailors 
was hold last night in the Trades Hall, Capel 
street, to receive @ report from the delegates 
ef their Council who met the representatives of 
the Masters’ Association on Saturday to discuss 
the demand for inereased remuneration made 
by the men.

sive. It was from Stanihurst that Shakespeare 
derived his conceptions of an Irish gentleman— 
valorous, very glorious, and ready to resent 
even an imaginary ineult to his nation. There 
are many passages in the “ Description ” which 
would interest a reader so eager for information 
as Shakespeare, and some things that he read 
there held a place in his memory. ‘ We shall 
lose our time," says Caliban to his co-conspira- 
tors against his wonder-working master, “ and 
all be turned to barnacles or to. apes.” 
( Tempest,"" 1V., i, 248.) This reference to 
the “ barnacle ” bas puzzled commentators. by 
whom various works have been suggested from 
which Shakespeare might have learned the 
marvel of the barnacle. In the “ Description ” 
he would have found the story of the barnacle 
told in a manner so quaint that it was likely to 
remain fixed in his memory. From the New 
English Dictionary on historical principles we 
learn. that the earliest instance’ of the use of 
the word “ bard " which came to the knowledce 
of the compilers occurs in the following passage 
in “ Antony and Cleopatra ” »— 

Edbbarbus— Ho ! hearts. tongues,« ficures, ascribes 
bards, poets, cannot Think, speak, cast, write, sing 
number, he! His love te Antony (iij.. ii., 26) ‘ 
But the editor has failed to note an earlier m- 
stance, which shows the source from. which 
Shakespeare derived his knowledge of the word 
which he introduced into the English language 
in the sense which is thus stated in the dic. 
tionary of “a lyric or epic poet, ‘ a Singer * or 
poet generally.” He had read.in his Holinshed 
of the Irish bards, how “ the lords and gentle- 
men stand in great awe’ of a bard if he be 
not bountifully awarded. Some such discomfort- 
able bard. inadequately rewarded, wag present 
to the mind of Richard when he said: “A bard 
of Ireland told me once I should not live long 
after I saw Richmond.’ (“ Richard IN..” IV. 
Há 1065.) Stray reminiscences of Stanihurst's 
contribution to Holinshed may be found seat. 
tered here and there throughout the works of 
Shakespeare. There he found a eulogy of 
aqua vitae, praising it into the ninth degree 
This eulogy, somewhat in the manner of 
Falstaff’s commendation of sack, may have sug- 
gested Master Ford's unwillingness “ to trust an 
Irishman with my aque vites tle."
